NKiHT-HAWK. 


The poetical interest attaelmd to the 


whippoorwill i* dun in some degree to 
the mystory associated vvith its seclusion 
and with " the darkness of the night. 
Many persons who have never seen the 
bird, on hearing its peculiar song in the 
twilight, and not infrequently at mid- 
night on the risine of the moon, feel a 
.sensation of awe as if the musician were 
the bearer of ill-tidings to the neighbor- 
hood. Hence the superstitious belief, 
once almost universal, that the whip- 
poorwill is the prophet of ovtl, and that 
its appoarance on a well-sweep or on 
the roof of a shed is an omen ol death to 
one of the inmates of the house. This 
notion is nearly eradicated from the 
minds of our people, who now listen 
with delight to tlio whippoorwill, as the 
Philomel of our wilderness. 
'i'he whippoorwill confines Itself to 


the woods and solitary fells exclusively 
in the daytime, hut in the night is more 
excursive, and often pays a visit to the 
enclosures of our dwelling?, attracted 
by the multitudes of moths and beetles 
that gather nronnd the lighted windows 
of the house. At such times it seldom 
leaves until it lias poured forth its omi- 
nous ditty into the cars of wakeful sleep- 
ers. This is very truly a song; and it is 
one of the few bird songs that may bo 
accurately represented on the musical 
gamut. It consists of the ropetiou of a 
single triplet: 


\Vlilpiioorwill, wlil|inoorwllt, etc. 


The bird delivers its notos in quick 


waltz-time; and when it, is not too near 
they are extremely musical and rather 
plaintive, though the plaintiveness is 
owing less to their expression than to 
the solemnity of the twilight and soli- 
tudo. The whippoorwil! sings in the 
dusk of evening soon after the venry has 
become .silont and tho last glow of sunset 
has faded. The song is renewed at early 
'dawn, though tho bird is less musical at 
this hour limn in the evening twilight, 
whioli is morning, as it were, to this 
nocturnal bird. It does not often sing 
at midnight, except on the rising of the 
moon. 
, When in pursuit of its prey the whip- 
•poorwill flics low, sailing noiselessly just 
•above the tree fops and taking the larger 
nocturnal insects in its flight. Hi the 
daytime it conceals itself in the deep 
woods, resting on the ground in somo 
high and dry situation, or in tho branch 
of a tree-, placing itself lengthwise upon 
it, not crosswise and clamping it like oth- 
er birds. But though tho day is the 
time of sleep and rest for the whippoor- 
wil], it is "never caught napping." The 
bird is so wary and so keenly sensitive 
to the least motion and sound, that, ac- 
cording to Mr. Gentry, it is difficult to 
approach near enough to observe it 
while at rest. When we are within a 
few yards of it, the bird takes a sudden 
flight to another spot. In this respect 
it differs from the common owl, which 
is dull and stupid by day and not easily 
aroused; hence it is often annoyed by 
other birds. 


Dr. Elliott Coues, who is always elo- 


quent when he aims to be so, writes of. 
an allied species in the West called the 
"Poor Will," because the bird omits the 
first syllable of pur bird's name. He 
says: "This cry is very lugubrious; and 
in places where the birds are numerous, 
the wailing chorus is enough to excite 
vague apprehensions on the part of the 
lonely traveler, as he lies down to rest 
by his camp tire, or to break his sleep 
with fitful dreams, in which lost spirits 
appear to bemoan their fato and to im- 
plore his intercession. It is not strange 
that a heated fancy should riot in the 
circumstances of desolation and immi- 
nent peril, under which the emigrant or 
the explorer must often be placed in the 
Western wilderness. Experience comes 
vividly to mind, at the present moment, 
of night after night, when I have grad- 
jally lost consciousness, with n mind 
peopled with all manner of weird im- 
ages. Closing my eyes to tho stars in 
the broad expanse above—my only cov- 
erlet— arid to the ruddy gleam from the 
embers of the camp fire, with a thought 
of homo, and perhaps a silent aspira- 
tion, it might be long before the sense 
of hearing would desnrt its post. The 
monotonous tread of the sentinel would 
fall heavily on the ear; the horses would 
seem to t:h,nmp a* never before; the 
bands of vhgrant coyotes would hunt 
with redoubled energy, and all the 
while the Poor Wills shouted their 
alarm." 


AKC the whippoorwill, there is also 


some mystery associated with tho night/ 
hawk, an allied species which is still 
identified with it by many of our coun- 
try people. 
I am not disposed, how- 


ever, to argue with the ornithologists 
who have separated them into two dif- 
ferent genera. 
The two birds have a 


great superficial resemblance; but they 
differ in their flight and in gome of their 
habits. That of tho night-hawk is more 
varied, he flies higher and with the ease

known and recognized by all who havo 
once heard it: it U likened by Samuels 
to tbe squeak of the- common snipe. Its 
motions in the air h;ivc been compared 
to tho.sp of the falcon, and its name is 
probably arrived fromtkij resemblance, 
for the- bird is not :i hawk in any sense. 
It seldom appears in broad daylight, 
unless it h:;s boon disturbed, ^'emay 
then observe a bright spot under eacli 
of its winirs. 


The ni£ht-hnwk is notable on account 


of its mysterious "booming:" which is 
heard chiefly in the curly morning, just 
before dawn. 
No writer or observer 


ha* yet explained tli° origin of this pe- 
culiar sound. 
In the early part of the 


season, while numbers of "the birds are 
sailing about in the air, we hear tho 
bootn as often as once in two or three 
minutes. The bird mukes a rapid, per- 
pendicular descent through a considera- 
ble space, then suddenly turns upward, 
making; a sort of scoop, at the same in- 
stant producing a sound like the twang 
of a viol string. Some think it is caused 
by the forcible pressure of the air 
through the open month of the bird, 
making a sort of vibrating whistle. 
Audubon attributed the sound to the 
whizzing of the bird's yrings. An allied 
species in Europe is said to make a sim- 
ilar noise while sitting on its perch, and 
from this fact it would seem to be a vo- 
cal sound. 


Early iu life I made a jonrney on foot 


with several of my comrades over a soli- 
tary road in a half-wooded and pict- 
uresque region. We started on our walk 
at midnight in the last week of May. It 
is a common observation that during 
the stillness of the night we are keenly 
j«nsitivs to all worn*! •'"'flts and 


'sounds. 
About three o'clock in the 


morning we were startled by a sound 
often repeated, like the audden sweep o 
a bow across the strings of a violin 
Such a sound high up in the air ant 
over our heads seemed to tu like witch 
ery, and awakened In us a sensation o: 
awe nearly allied to sublimity. 
We 


continued to marvel about the cause o: 
it until, while watchingthe birds as they 
circled around in the air, wo saw one o: 
them perform this musical circumgyra- 
tion. 
This was one of the simple ad' 


ventures of my life which can never pass 
from my memory; and whenever al 
this late period of my life I listen again 
to the sound, it awakens the same sen- 
sations of mystery and awe which I fell 
when to my young imagination it seem- 
ed like the voice of a spirit. 
I consider 


this booming of the night-hawk as one 
of the most peculiar sounds in nature. 


The night-hawk and whippoorwill are 


not entirely dissimilar. They resemble 
one another, and both place their eggs 
on an elevated gronnd, their nests he- 
ing nothing more than a slight depres- 
sior of the surface. 
The eggs of the 


two species are very similar, being 
whitish, with blotches of pale brown, 
equal at both ends, and always two in 
number. 
The night-hawk, however, 


does not, like tho whippoorwill, confine 
its nesting to tho woods. Its eggs have 
been frequently found on the flat roofs 
of high "warehouses in pur Northern 
cities. Probably the height of these 
buildings creates an artificial solitude, 
which the binls may easily mistake for 
that of nature. 


NOTE.—The following lines were 
printed last autumn in a little volume 
entitled "The City and the Sea," pub 
lished in aid of tho "Hospital Fair" in 
Cambridge. 
The measure of the poem 


is dactyllic, and was used to harmonize 
with the word "whippoorwill." I have 
mixed no other meter with the piece, 
and havo repeated no rhymes. I believe 
this is the only purely doctyllic compo- 
sition in our lunguage. This meter has 
probably been neglected on account of 
the difficulty of writing it.

Among the papers left behind him 


by a German physician who died a 
few weeks ago is one coiitaining notes 
of certain conclusions he had arrived 
at daring a professional experience 
of more than forty years. In one of 
these notes he expresses an opinion 
that at least a third of the illness of 
the patients who sought his advice 
were purely imaginary. He found 
it not only against his own interest, 
but also against that of the self-al- 
leged sufferers, to destroy the illu- 
sion by informing them that there 
was really no cause of anxiety. Ill 
health was to them a^matter of al- 
most vital importance. To destroy 
the pleasing belief that they possessed 
this blessing we* an absolute cruelty. 
In the few instances in which he 
broke to them the terrible truth that 
they were quite well he found that 
the result was genuine illness. 
For 


the patients, all interest in life de- 
parted with their favorite occupation 
of nursing themselves, and their 
health became seriously affected by 
nervous depression. 
Ho also found 


that, as a rule, weakly persons live 
longer than strong one«. 
Without 


going PO far as to say that the best 
lives are those rejected by the insu 
ranee offices, he thought, neverthe 
lees, that persons with "a screw loose" 
more often obtain longevity than 
those in whom no trace of disease 
t-an b« detected. 


Peculiarities of the Dry Goods 


Trade.

There is no trade so largely de- 


pendent upon acquired skill and in- 
dividual responsibility ai the trade 
in ladies' dress goods. There is none 
so beset with the vicissitudes of fash- 
ion and cmprice, and none, therefore, 
wliich requires such quickness of vis- 
ion and firmness of nerve to meet 
exigencies. The grocer knows that 
sugar and tea and coffee and butter 
and eggs will always be in demand 
at prices something above the cost of 
production. The dry goods merchant 
never knuws whether the articles on 
bis shelves to-day will bring as much 
six months hence as they have cost 
him. Some will bring moro and 
some leas, and his success or failure 
depends upon his ability to get rid 
of the whole lot at an average profit, 
and keep his stock so full all the 
time that his customers shall have 
little or no occasion to go elsewhere 
to find what they want The most 
eminent professor of this art in the 
United States was the late A. T. 
Stewart, but Mr. Stewart's skill was 
as acquirement, a growth, an accre 
tkm of forty rears' development, and 
in no sense a divination.

cewfal dry goods merchant is made, 
not born. It is not every one whom 
practice and experience can make 
successful in

goods; but 


the ehancee of success 
among 


those who have had no experience, 
and who must rely therefore upon 
bind experience, are so small that

highways is not new to tho rual dis- 
tricts by n long ways. Several years 
ago a number of articles on the sub- 
ject, from different correspondents, 
were published in the Chicago papers 
and elsewhere in the State. But 
these correspondents did not go into 
spasms over the subject, and advise 
paving the public highways with hard 
brick, or iron slabs, (made by a firm 
in Chicago), or saddling a common 
township with a si* per cent, bonded 
indebtedness of §144,000, as was 
advised by one of the participants of 
the Springfield meeting. 
They wore 


cool-headed men who took n practi- 
cal view of the matter; aud the only 
feasible course suggested to their 
minds was to moderately grade .the 
road beds, and thoroughly underdrain 
the same by tiling one or both sides. 
More especially was this idea intend- 
ed for localities far removed from 
such material as is used in other 
States for road-making. From the 
suggestions in tho articles mention- 
ed, or, what is atjll more likely, from 
esing the drying effects of tiling 
wampy land, the road masters in 
eoveral localities adopted the plnn. 
The result has been that we now have 
passable road<* the year round, where

Meanwhile, it' the mayors 


and their coadjutors wnnt to assist 
tbeir country friends, there aro ways 
by which they cnn do «o without the 
least show of iirrognnco 
If they 


will encourage less public and pri- 


ate extravagance among their own 
>oople, and lend their united wis 
lorn and efforts in the suppression 
'f crime and pauperism, born of in 
efficient municipal government, tliey

was again re elected Senator in 1871. 
He resigned in 1876 to accept the 
Secretaryship of the Treasury in 
President Grant's Cabinet. At the 
time of his death ho held the posi 
tion of Collector of Customs at Port- 
land, Me.

shriek of despair he fell backwards, 
turning over several times, striking 
the pavement on his head. 
He was 


mangled beyond recognition. An- 
other man jumped from a fifth story 
window, struck the telegraph wires 
on Michigan street, bounded up and 
camo down a mangled mass of flesh 
and bones. A number of people 
dropped out of different etories on a 
jumping canvass, but in a majority 
of cases they were killed outright or 
sustained injuries from which thorp 
is little hope of rpco\ery. During 
the progress of the lire two men ap- 
peared at the window in an upper 
story, and as they looked down up. >n 
tho scene below the floor of tho room 
gave way and with an agonizing 
shriek they fell backwards into the 
flames. 


Allan Johnson and wife sprang 


from tho fifth story window. He was 
caught in the jumping canvas, but 
sustained injuries from which he 
died. 
His wife struck on the tele- 


graph wires, bounded over, and was 
also caught, but was so badly in- 
jured that she only survived her 
husband about an hour. 


While these scenes were nemg enacted 


on the Broadway and Michigan street 
sides of the building, one of still greater 
horror W.-IB being gone through in the 
alley in the rear. The servants' quarters 
were in the northwest quarter of the 
bxiilding-, remote from the place in which 
the tire was raging, but all means of 
escape by stairways were cut off by the 
flames. As the terrible roaring and crack- 
hug of tho fire struck upon their ears they 
became panic-stricken, and eight of them 
followed each other in leaping from the 
terrible height to the ground in the alley. 
A jumping canvas waa on hand, but it 
was powerless in the conflict with death, 
and was clotted over with the victims' 
blood. At this juncture the cool-headed 
hero of the day appeared upon the top of 
a building, directly opposite the servant's 
quarters, with a ladder in liis hand. For 
a moment the long, unwieldy thing poised 
in mid-air, and then descended with a 
crash through the window of tho hotel 
and formed a bridge across the alley. 
Before it became steady in its position, 
the man had crooned over into the hotel, 
and then amid the cheers of the multi- 
tude below dragged the helpless creatures 
across the slender bridge until fully a 
dozen were rescued. They were all of 
them in their night-clothes, and many 
were badly frozen before they could be 
taken to shelter. A woman in a dead

Hide, 


burned himself to death at tho Keal 
del Castillo, Lower Calfornia, on 
Thursday night, Dec. 14. For eomo 
time the old Indian had been feeble 
and unable to walk. During tho re- 
cent heavy rains that fell in that re- 
gion the old man sought refuge in a 
cabin near by. Last week he crawled 
up to the house of Senor Francisco 
Parmn and told him he was very 
hungry. The Intter gave him a good 
dinner, besides furnishing provisions 
for future emergencies, and then in- 
structed tho other Indians at the 
ranchpria to care for him. They re- 
plied that they had always done so, 
as they entertained unusual rever- 
ence for the old man on account of 
his age*. Thursday, tho date in ques- 
tion, was a cold day in Lower Cali- 
foi nia, and Long Hide was given an 
extra blanket by his dusky friends. 
This ho tore into strips, put them on 
a fire, and soon .his topee was all 
ablaze. 
When this had been accora- 


.lished ho plunged headlong into the 
burning mass. A stout young In- 
dian near by seized him and tried to 
drag him out, of danger, but the old 
man grabbed a stake in the ground 
near by, hold himself in tho fire, and 
seforn other help could come, was 
roasted alive, dying within a few 
hours after tho occurrence mentioned. 


Long Hide was married and the 


father of several children when the 
Mission of San Diego was built, 120 
yeprs ago, and from what ho told 
parties who fisted him, he must have 
been not loss than 30 years of age at 
the time. 
Three or four years ago 


he lost a son who could remember 
when the mission was first built by 
the Franciscan friars. This BOU must 
have been not, less than 120 years 
of age. Long Hide told of the firsi 
settlement of Old Town years before 
the mission was built; of tho coming 
of ships for water at Bussian Springs 
and many things of great interest in 
the past history of San Diego anr; 
vicinity. Juan Melendrez, who lives 
near the Keal del Castillo, says he 
knew Long Hide fifty years ago, anc 
that he appeared as old then as he 
did the week before he died. He says 
the old man frequently beat the besl 
horses owned in the country on trips 
to San Diego, 100 miles distant, from 
the Real, and that he often chased 
deer until they gave up with fatigue 
He would then capture them after 
they had laid down for rest 
Unti' 


a year ago he was able to walk abon1 
and travel quite well. Since then hi 
has been obliged to crawl about on 
all fours, like a eat or dog. He re 
tained his sight perfectly, and al 
the faculties of mind np to the day 
be died.

drono-hta prevail. We have seen some 
strikmg instances. A row of potatoc? 
planted over a covered ditch yienl'-J 
double the crop given from cithei»of the j 
adjacent rows, the quality of the SMI! 
bein" the same; but the loosened earth 
ovcAhe ditch prevented the effects of 
the severe drought which affected the 
adjoining rows. In the same way an 
advocate for manuring with electricity 
proved his theory, as he thought, by 
running a wire from a lightning rod 
under a row of bcana, which very greatly 
increased in growth. The theory, how- 
ever, was overthrown when it was found 
that the same increased growth was 
produced away from the wire by loosen- 
ing the subsoil as much as was required 
for burying the wire. The great increase 
in the potato crop by thorough subsoil- 
ing was shown some years ago in a 
season of unusual drought in a field of 
several acres, which yielded more than 
triple the amount per acre obtained 
from other fields which were planted 
after common of shallow plowing, and 
the whole crop, being sold at seventy- 
five cents a bushel, gave over a hundred 
dollars from each acre. 


These instances occurred where the 


subsoil possessed no unusual fertilizing 
quality, the benefit arising from its 
acting :is a sponge or reservoir for mois- 
ture, ;n well as for the deeper extension 
of the rout-si. But in very largo portions 
of the county, a great positive benefit 
has been found by" bringing up and mix- 
ing portions of the subsoil with the 
artti at the surface. 
A farmer in one 


Ithe western counties of the State, in 
reparing the land for wheat, set the 
low to run two inches deeper than in 
revions years. Thet result was that his 
yheat crop was increased eight or ten 
rashels on an average. A still more 
triking instance of the benefit of an in- 
jrmixture of the subsoil with the sur- 
ace occurred on another occasion. An 
pen ditch had been cut through a field 
a drain a small pond. The earth taken 
rom the ditch was scattered over the 
urface for a rod or two on each side. 
?he field was then sown to wheat. The 
ubsequent winter was very severe on 
lis crop, and the following summer 
roved unusually unfavorable. On most 
f the field the product did not average 
ver five bnauels per acre—it was 
carcely worth cutting. The two strips 
on each side of the ditch) on which the 
ubsoil was spread, yielded at the rate 
>f twenty bushels per acre. This eon- 
rast was not owing to the drainage 
iffectod by the ditch, as the soil and 
ubsoil of muoh of the field rested on 
rravel and had a natural drainage. 


Farmers must adapt their practice to 


circumstances. If the subsoil is both 
sterile and porous, there would be no 
object whatever in deep plowing, unless 
possibly for gradually deepening the 
nanured top-soil. If sterile but imper- 
vious, it should bo sub-soiled—not 
trench-plowed-—to deepen the reservoir 
'or the absorption and supply of moist- 
ire. It it possesses enriching qualities, 
he plowing should bo deep enough tf 
jringup a portion to the surface; and 
f in addition to its fertilizing effects it 
s impervious to water the subaoil plow 
should be used in addition to running 
;he common plow deeper than before 
tt is hardly necessary to add that all irn- 
jervious subsoils need thorough under- 
Iraining as an indispensable require- 
ment in connection with subsoiling. We 
might offer conjectures as to what the 
fertilizing substances were in these en. 
riching subsoils, but our present pur 
jose is merely with the established facU 
—Country Gcntlemai-

the gorilla's appearain:,: luiit he was an 
old follow of no mean pretensions, tiud 
jeing confident that such a large animal 
would be prized by American scientists, 
they bartered some beads for his car- 
cass and shipped it to Philadelphia. The 
•vnimal is OVBV five feet eight inches 
high. IIU arms arc four feet six inches 
ionfr, and he is supposed to have been 
uventy-five or thirty years old.
